Up to this morning Israel had not issued any orders for a general 
stoppage of the Hula drainage operations, and the whole position seems 
to be somewhat confused. The news that General Riley had ordered 
the total suspension of the Hula drainage work [as reported by our U.N. 
correspondent] came as a complete surprise to the Israeli public. 

General Riley maintains that Israel resumed work in the demilitarised 
zone “ because of an oral misunderstanding “ which arose from his dis- 
cussions with Mr. Sharett. As a result the Israeli Government, he said. 
had assumed that he had given approval to the resumption of work on 


STOPPAGE OF HULA 
WORK ORDERED 


General Riley’s Report 
to U.N. |

‘New 

General Riley. the United Nations 
hief of Staff in Palestine. this week 
atormed the Security Council that he 
had ordered a suspension of all dramage 
work in the Hula area and had asked 
lerael to allow Arab civilians who were 
removed from the area to return to their 
homes 

General Riley said in his report that 
both the Syrians and Israelis were 
anxious to end the dispute, bui there 
were still a number of differences to be 
settled. Israel, he said, did not think 
shat the Security Council wanted work 
on the Hula project to be suspended 
indefinitely. The Arabs, on the other 
hand. claimed that the continuation of 
the project would give Israel certain 
military and political advantages. 

He had agreed, added General Riley, 
that the Security Counci) did not want 
an indefinite stoppage of work in the 
area. but he had insisted that all opera- 
‘ons must cease pending the conclusion 
m an agreemem. | 

Meanwhile Syria has filed a new pro- 
test with the Security Council alleging 
Israel's interpretation of the 
Council's recent resolution on the Hula 
dispute is prejudicial to a final setilement 
~ the border conflict. It also-alleged 
that Israel had failed to obey the 
Council’s instructions to permit Arab 
civilians to return to their homes,

WRITTEN RECORD OF 
TALKS 


Mr. Sharett, however, claims that 
there is a written record of his dis- 
cussions with General Riley on the 
Security Council Resolution, and that 
General Riley had offered no objec- 
tion to the contents of the record 
presumably to the Israeli interpreta- 
tion of the Resolution, which was to 
the effect that work was to be sus- 
pended only on the seven acres of 
land owned by Arabs now living in 
Syria. 

Mr. Sharett. speaking in the Knesset 
last met. added that he was under the 
umpression that Genera! Riley had given 
complete approval to the Israelis’ present 
course of action 

Mr. Sharett’s final statement in the 
Knesset, after he had been confronted 
by the Cherut leader, Menachem Beigin, 
with the report that General Riley had 
ordered the complete cessation of al! 
work in the demilitarised zone, was pur- 
posely vague. Their attitude, he said, 
remained unchanged. They would safe- 
guard their rights and bring them ito full 
realisation withow affecting the justifi- 
able authority of the United Nations 

The ten members of the Security 
Council who last week voted for. the 
resolution to suspend the Hula drainage 
operations, were accused by Mr. Sharett, 
when he opened the debaie in the 
Knesset. of yielding to aggression and 
of alilempting appeasement 

He recalled the appeasemem of the 
Arab States during the Second World

Socialist Reich Party has seceded from 
the party and will form an independent 
organisation. The party's youth organisa- 
tion is said to have joined the dissidents 
At the same time. the Socialist. Reich 
Party is extending its activities to Bavaria 
(American Zonc). Meetings have been 
held for the first time in Brueckenau and 
Karistadt.

and in Genoa 14.194 against 3.492. The 
neo-lascists are expected to make bigger 
gaips in the next round of the elections, 
which take place on June 10 

Thirty-seven members of various neo- 
fascist organisations have been arrested 
in lialy in connection with the series of 
bomb outrages which have occurred in 
Rome recentiy, it is announced by police 
headquarters here.

The State of Israel. he said. was not 
vet the fulfilment of Zionism; it was the 
means of “ gathering up” the = entire 
Jewish people No one could foresce 
when this would happen, but this was 
ihe ullumate »ong-range programme of 
Zionism. The immediate programme was 
to admit the Jews from Eastern Europe 
and the Mos'em States, and American 
Jewry would have to provide the money. 
He did not, continued Mr. Ben-Gurion. 
expect mass emigration from the United 
Sates. bui he did expect America io 
provide skilled technicians to help to 
develop Israe! efficiently. Israc! also 
expecied effective political aid from the 
entire American Jewish community. Bui 
he insisted that American Zionists should 
not. participate in internal disputes in 
Israel 
Finally, the Premier emphasised that 
Israel spoke only for the Jews living in 
Israel and for those who pledged their 
allegiance to the Jewish State. The Zionist 
Movement, however, spoke for Jews the 
world over | 
Before Mr. Ben-Gurion received the 
Orthodox delegation, the Agudists staged 
a public meeting during which violent 
attacks were made on the Israchi Govern- 
ment for ws alleged suppression of 
religion in Israel and the arrest of religious 
extremists, The speakers included rabbis 
and heads of Yeshivot.

‘Sporis Director ; L. Curtis, House 

KCN Rich, Social Director: a 


ISRAEL ZANGWILL’S | 
INFLUENCE 3 


B'nai Brith Memorial Lecture

A Zangwill Exhibition to mark the 25th 
anniversary of the death of that writer.

This suggestion 
was made by Mr, Joseph Leftwich. when 
he gave the Israel Zanewill Memorial 
Lecture at a meeting of the B'nai B'rith 
First Lodge of England, held at Woburn 
House, London, W.C.. on Thursday of 
last week.

Mr. Lefewich recal’ed that on Zang- 
wills death Tue Jewisn CHeonicle had 
proposed, in an ediiorial, that a statue 
should be erected to his memory. in 
Whitechapel. 


Dislike of Biographies 


On the question of a bography on 
Zanewill, he said tha! that writer him- 
se'{ had abhorred biographies. He did 
not trust biographers, and regarded the 
average biography as an “ in memoriam.” 
He had considered that the best way 
to commemorate an duthor was tha: his 
works should be continued to be read, 
and that there was no point mn a “ life” 
of a writer when his books did not live. 

English Jews. he went on, had 
roduced only one Zangwill, and they 
ad not even the excuse that the English 
reading public at large had had in their 
negiect of great writers. Zangwill, ii 
now appeared, had started not a tradi- 
tion but a vogue. His art had not been 
superseded. American ye had not 
yet produced the equal of a Zdngwill. 

in Zangwill they -had a portrait of 
Angio-Jewry. There was something 
specifically valuable for Anglo-Jewry in 
those writers who were of thei: own 
flesh and blood, of their own milieu, 
and whose lives and struggles had been 
similar to thetrs. 

The way in which Anglo-Jowry treated 
the memory and the work of an Isracl 
Zangwill might be a measure of their 
future: whether they would be able to 
imspire younger Jewish writers to take 
up the tradition of Zangwill and succeed 
him worthily. 


Mr. Levine urged the students to 
live wp to the three ideals set before 
them in the Pirke Abot: “ Be deliberate 
in judgment; raise up many discoples:

who had worked and were working so 
assiduous!y for that distinction There 
had been a tendency on the part of some 

people fly Isracl and very 
soon to return as fully fledged rabbis 

Hic mentioned that because to-day in 
their community the whote cry was fo; 
Israel. Rightly there had been a tremen- 
dous recrudescence of Jewish hone. and 
the one call on their community to-day 
was the Land of Israel. But they must 
remember that the ideal of the Jew was 
the land, the Torah. and the people. and 
if the Torah was not there the land and 
the people would not achieve very much 


Increase of Students 


Presenting his report, the Princ’pal. 
Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein. said the past vea: 
had been one of healthy activity accom. 
panicd by solid achievement. There had 
been a we come incrcase in the numbe:

Presidem of the 
Board of Deputies, said that he doubied 
whether in any comparab'e theologica’ 
seminary there was a standard of traming 
which cou'd be equal'ed for comprehen. 
siveness and intensrveness as in Jews’ 
College. 

He went on to refer to what he called 
‘the intolerable burden ™ that was being

“Intolerable Burden ™ 


lt appeared not to be generally recog- 
nised, first of all. that they were being 
trained for an honours deeree at London 
University With’ a. student in other 
ficids of study that was a whoic-time 
task. With a student of Jews’ College 
it was only part of the time which -he 
gave to his studies during the day and 
to the lectures which he attended. Quite 
apirt from his preparation for his degree, 
he had to attend other céurses.. When 
he went home, the rest of the day had to 
be devoted to study. to genera! reading, 
and to recreation. But the students were 
not ab'e to do that, because they had to 
begin to work for ther living in order 
tO maintain themselves bv acimeg as 
teachers ‘either in cCmsses or privately, 
and: he marvelled that they were able 
to sand up (to that terrific Srain 

Mr. Alan A. Mocatia, O.B.E.. K.C.. 
Chairman of the College Council, said 
that they. were soon gong {oO appeal to 
the company to help them.

[ JES ENDED from a line of famous 
Hebrew scholars, she “ married 
out. To seal her ignominy, she 
refuses to associate with Jews: she 
practises ostracism of her people 
with the fervour her ancestors once 
bestowed on the observance of the 
Mitzvot. Once, however, her atrophied 
Jewish soul was stirred: her child. 
iwnorant of the disgrace of her 
mother's origin, reviled certain of her 
schoolmates for an. unforgivable 
crune—they were Jews! The mother’s 
moribund Jewish spirt writhed a little 
then her embarrassment became for 
ever stilled im the tomb of complet 
apostasy 
An egregious example, some may 
demur Alias! 18 growing less 
exceptional year: by year But it is 
net the individual apostasies, however 
numerous, that are of primary jmport- 
ance. Ihe real danger lies in the 
increasing drift from Judaism that is 
daily engulfing ever larger sections of 
Diaspora Jewry. It is a grievous error 
to belreve that the establishment . of 
the Jewish State has automatically 
solved the problem of Jewish survival 
in Hutz La-Aretz. Israel will doubt- 
lessly play a vital rGle in strengthening 
Jewish life and values thre ughout the 
world. But ultimately the issue resis 
with the Jewish communities of the 
Diaspora: with the 90 per cent of 
our people living outside the Jewish 
homeland, not with the ten per cent 
who boast Israeli citizenship. 
Ihroughout the night of our exile 
God has not broken His covenant 
with us. Let us not, in the dawn of 
national restoration, in the flush of 
our first victory in 2,000 years, break 
faith with Him-—with ourselves !

MAYOR OF FINSBURY 


The newly elected Mayor of Finsbury, 
Cllr. Phillip Bendel, has the distinction 
of being the first Jewish Mayor in the 
history of the Borough (as reported else- 
where in this issuc), The new Mayor, 
who is 72 years of age, was brought to 
this country when a baby by his parents 
who came from Russia.

He entered 
civic life 13 years ago as a Labour 
Councillor for the Pentonville Ward, and 
has taken a special interest in the welfare 
of old people. Mr. Bendel, who is a 
Governor of the Central Foundation 
School, has for 40 years been a member 
of the North London Synagogue, Lofting 
Road, but at present worships at the 
Central Synagogue He has been for 
many years a member of the Council of 
the Untted Synagogue.

Dr. B. Homa’s Accusations

NAZI REVIVAL IN 
GERMANY 


Mr. Morrison’s Concern 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Mr. Hersert Morrison, the Foreign 
Secretary, tokd the House of Commons 
on Wednesday that be had noted with 
some concern the fact that the Socialist 
Reich Party, which he described as “~ an 
organisation of definite neo-Nazi ten- 
dencies,”” polled over a quarter of a 
million votes in the provincia! elections 
in Lower Saxony on May 6. 
Federal German Government and the 
occupying Powers, he said, were fully 
alive to the dangers involved in this 
development. 

Mr. Morrison was rep'ying to M.P.s 
who were concerned at the re-emergence 
of the Nazis in Western Germany. Ques- 
tions on the subject were put to him 
by Mr. George Tuomas (Lab.. Cardiff 
West), Dr. H. M. Kino (Lab., Test. 
Southampton), and Brigadier 
Mepticotr (Nat. Lib. Norfolk 
Central) 

He said that the Federal Government 
had announced their intention to take 
action to have the party declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Federal Const:iutional 
Court in accordance with the basic law, 
and thus to deprive it of the protection 
of that Constitution which it sought to 
undermine. Steps were being taken to 
set up the Constitutional Court as soon 
as possrbie. 


Meeting with Federal Chancellor 


* | spoke to the Federal Chancellor on 
this question during my. visit to Ger- 
many.’ said Mr. Morrison, “ and I have 
no reason to believe that the democrati- 
cally elected Governmem of the Federa! 
Republic are not fully capable of dealing 
with any internal threat to ihe consttu- 
ional order 

“ However, we must not exaggerate the 
imporiance of this local success by a 
neo-Nazi group and musi cXercise a sense 
of proportion.” 

Dr. King asked Mr. Morrison if he 
was aware that at the week-end Eber- 
hardi' Stern, one ol emer s associaics 
in the new Nazi gang. said that “ Mr. 
Churchill is the greatest war criminal in 
the world.” 

“ While statements like that are made 
unpunished in Germany. we..still have 
not beaten fascism which we foughi the 
last war to destroy.” he added 

Mr Morrison, .rep'ying, said he 
thougm the answer he had given was in 
princypie sound from Dr. King’s point of 
view, and he made that view very clear 
when he was in Germany. 

Brigadier Medlicott thought — that 
experience had shown that the democratic 
forces in Germany were incapable of 
dealing with this particular menace. He 
suggesied that to enable them to do so 
it would be essential for them to. have 
outside assistance from this country. 

Mr. Morrison: I do not think that 
would be a fair estimate and, for my 
part, I would much sooner the German 
authorities themselves deal with it than 
that we should deal with it. because | 
think, nrovided they take proper action. 
which L am disposed to think they will, 
it more .effective than if foreign 
Powers intervene.”

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PREPARING FOR 
CONGRESS 


AFTER repeated postponements, the open- 
ing of the 23rd Zionist Congress now 
appears to have been definitely fixed for 
August I4. On that date, according to 
the latest statement of the Chairman 
of the Organisation Department of the 
Jewish Agency, the Congress will open 
on Mount Herzl, while subsequent meetings 
will be held in the new Convention Centre 
in Jerusalem. It is unnecessary to stress the 
unique importance of this Congress ‘as the 
first to be held since the establishment of 
the State of Israel. The first and never-to- 
) be-forgotien of these Congresses was held 
at Basle in August, 1897, when the famous 
“ Basle programme was enunciated. In 
the same historic city the 22nd Congress was 
held in December, 1946, at a time of 
apparent frustration in the Movement. The 
tremendous events which have since 
occurred are known to the world, and the 
forthcoming Congress will meet in. utterly 
changed cifcumstances from those which

have prevailed at any Congress during the 
past 54 years... It is not too much to say that 
probably the Zionist Congress's own future 
fate as.an institution will have to be decided 
Ihe Israel 


at this meeting. i Viewpoint-—an 


entirely new feature at Congresses——will be 
much in evidence, especially after the indica 
tions given by Mr. Ben-GuRION (as reported 
on page | of this tissue) in his last speech 

before leaving the U.S.A. for home. 
Considerable excitement has been aroused 
over the. prehminaries to this Congress. 
Delegates are entitled to attend from each 
country in. proportion to the number of 
Zionists who are registered as shekel-holders. 
It will be remembered that the elections in 
Great Britain and Ireland were held as far 
back as last October; when shekel-holders 
7 voted for one or other of the five party 
programmes presented by. the General 
Zionmsts; Poale Zion-Mapai, Mapam, Miz- 
racht, and Revisionists. .These elections 
rightly called forth much criticism, at the 
time, on the score both of their Israeli 
political partisanship and of their manage- 
ment and procedure. However, the votes 
then cast mean. that this country will be 
represented at the Congress as follows: 
General Zionists, four delegates ; Mizrachi, 
Poale Zion-Mapai, three 
delegates. In other countries—notably in 
the United States, Canada, and South Africa 
delegates are being appointed on an 
agreed party basis without actual electoral 
contests. Whether or not this registers an 
improvement im the working of Zionist 
constitutional machinery, the whole electoral 
procedure is now manifestly outmoded by 
the march of history. Doubtless this is one 
of the subjects which Congress will be called 

upon to clarify for the future. 

Meanwhile, however, in Israel itself bitter 
dissensions have arisen regarding the Con- 
gress elections which are due to be held 
there on June 13. At the request of the 
Zionist Organisation a Bill has been intro- 
duced into the Knesset providing for the 
supervision of these elections by the Govern- 
ment. Whether this will restore confidence 
remains to be seen, as the leaders of both

iF the General Zionists and the Mizrachi have 
.s stated that their parties intend to boycott 
the elections. 


However the Congress may be constituted, 
it will certainly be called upon to decide the 
most momentous issues. A Committee 
representing the Executives of the aay 
both in Jerusalem and in New York, as well 
as the different political parties, has decided 
that the following should be the main points 
for the agenda: the Zionist Organisation’s 


field of work; relations between the 
Organisation and the Israeli Government ; 
organisational changes in the Movement in 
the Diaspora; and the Zionist funds. All 
these subjects will have to be considered in 
relation to the revolutionary change effected 
by the establishment of the State of Israel. 
How can the Jews of the Diaspora, the 
overwhelming majority of whom wish to 
remain citizens of their respective countries, 
now be enabled to promote the welfare of 
Israel through a reorganised Zionist Move- 
ment? A main obstacle to the future success 
of this work is the bitter partisanship that 
at present rends the Movement both within 
and without Israel. In the short time that 
remains before Congress meets, it is 
earnestly to be hoped that Zionists every- 
where will think, before all else, about ways 
and means of promoting greater co-opera- 
tion and unity. From June 14 to June 17 
the Zionist Organisation of America, which 
is numerically the strongest Zionist body 
outside Israel, will be holding its Annual 
Convention in Atlantic City. ' This body 
has a splendid chance of giving a lead which 
may be of decisive consequence not simply 
for the success of the 23rd Congress but 
for the whole trend and future of Zionism. 


RESTITUTION IN THE 
BRITISH ZONE 


A THREE-MAN Committee, headed by 
Judge Denis O'SULLIVAN, has been appointed 
by the Forergn Office (German Department) 
to-go into the question of restitution in the 


. Britssh Zone in Germany and to ‘suggest 


ways and means of speeding up procedure. 
Since the great majority of claimants under 
the Restitution Law are Jews, it is only fair 
that two of the three members of the Com- 
mittee are Jews. Both of them, Professor 
NORMAN BeNTWicH and Mr. A. L. EASTER- 
MAN, have been appointed for their know- 


‘ledge of the subject and not as representa- 


tives of any particular organisation. Action 
of this kind had been suggested by the 
interested Jewish organisations in Great 
Britain. For some time Jewish organisations 
had felt serious concern at the latest 
developments, and the Board of Deputies, 
therefore, mvited all Jewish organisations 
concerned about this question to meetings 
in. order to exchange views and. suggest 
practical steps. Joint deputations have seen 
the .Ministers concerned, and the appoint- 
ment of the Committee is doubtless the 
result. Restitution in the British Zone has 
lagged dangerously behind restitution in the 
two other Western Zones. The British 
Restitution Law was issued one year after 
the Restitution Laws in the American and 
French Zones came into force. The Jewish 
[rust Corporation, which is to assume 
responsibility for. heirless. and communal 
property in the British Zone, was established 
only after wuts counterpart in the American 
and French Zones, the Jewish Restitution 
Successor Organisation, had already com- 
pleted part of its work. Even after. the 
Restitution Law in the British Zone had 
come into force, the machinery set up by it 
worked rather slowly. 

Resistance against restitution in Germany 
is growing all the time. The present posses- 
sors of former Jewish property—not only 
private individuals but also public bodies 
and municipalities—employ every delaying 
device in order to retain their ill-gotten 
gains. The Western Governments, hoping 
to win Germany as an ally, are loath to 
adopt strong measures against this type of 
sabotage. As long as the Allied Restitution 
Laws are in force and Allied Review Boards 
act as Courts in the final instance the Jewish 
claimants still have hope of regaining their 
property. But now the Western Allies are 
preparing to abandon their rights as occupy- 
ing Powers and place their relationship with 
Germany on a treaty basis. At the moment 
restitution still belongs to the diminishing 
number of subjects where the right of final 
decision is retained by the Allies. But once 
a treaty has been concluded with Germany 
and the German Government can decide on 
restitution matters without having to fear an 
Allied veto, there will be little hope for 
Jewish victims of Nazi spoliation. Those 
who have already regained their property— 
and in the French and American Zones a 
large number have—will not be despoiled 
again, but the unfortunates whose cases have 
not yet been settled may have bleak pros- 
pects. Therefore it is urgent to speed up 


procedure in the British Zone, where only 
a few claimants have as yet regained their 
possessions. In addition, of course, any 
treaty concluded with Germany before 
all claims have been finally settled must 
contain the most stringent safeguards— 
including the retention of the Restitution 
Laws now in force and the Allied Review 
Boards—in order to prevent the Germans 
from wriggling out of their restitution 
obligations. 


FOR THE DEAF 

Few categories of the afflicted fail to 
receive their due meed of loving care in the 
comprehensive system of Jewish philan- 
thropy. Perhaps, however, the particular 
disability of the deaf is not always as fully 
realised as it deserves. Their claim upon 
the consideration of their fellow-men 
receives notable recognition in Holy Writ: 
“Thou shalt not curse: the deaf, nor put 
a stumbling-block before the blind, but thou 
shalt fear thy. God: I am the Lord.” 
Following in the spirit of this Divine 
injunction, Jews cannot be unmindful of 
their obligation to afford to the deaf all the 
support and protection of which they stand 
in need. Since the foundation of the Jewish 
Deaf Association, some four years ago, 
much progress has been made in a sphere 
of humanitarian endeavour that had hitherto 
been somewhat neglected. Previously the 
deaf had suffered from loneliness and had 
felt cut off from the normal world.. Through 
the fellowship provided by the Association 
for its members, a threefold programme of 
religious activities, social gatherings, and 
welfare has been provided. Evening classes 
have been arranged in subjects which in the 
past had been .thought unsuitable for the 
deaf. All these activities, however, were 
hampered by the lack of premises. Now 
this need has been finely met by the opening 
this week of a club and hostel for the Jewish 
deaf in Cazenove Road, London, N.16. The 
opening of these premises by Sir EDWARD 
and Lady Baron, and their consecration by 
the Cuier Rapst, set the seal upon a humant- 
tarian endeavour which succeeded 
through the generous support of a number 
of organisations and individuals. . By the 


‘facilities now made available, comiort and 
joy will be brought to the Jewish deaf of 


all ages. 
JEWS’ COLLEGE 

Tue Speech Day proceedings at Jews 
College last Sunday showed that this institu- 
tion continues, in difficult times, to main- 
tain its vital and responsible work. It now 
has more students preparing for the ministry 
than in the earlier post-war. years, but the 
intake remains far short of the requirements 
of congregations at home and overseas. 
One obstacle to attracting a greater entry of 
candidates for the ministry is the absence 
of sufficient scholarships and bursaries. 
Even at present, the majority of the under- 
graduate students are compelled, while pur- 
suing their sufficiently arduous courses for 
the College and University examinations, to 
engage in part-time teaching and other 
employment. And the strain is further 
increased through the widening of the 
curriculum in accordance with the social and 
cultural demands of the times. Until the 
community aflords more adequate financial 
support, it is difficult to see how this particu- 
lar problem can be solved. A recent inno- 
vation at the College was the institution of 
a Chazanut Department in order to provide 
academic as well as vocal training for 
chazanim. It is satisfactory to note that 
this department has fulfilled expectations, 
and that the first award of the Chazanut 
Diploma has now been made. Together with 
the London Board of Jewish Religious Edu- 
cation, the College sponsors the Faculty for 
the Training of Teachers of Hebrew and 
Religion, which was opened in the autumn 
of 1949. It is regrettable that (apart from 
evening courses) this Faculty at present 
attracts only one man and four women 
students who wish to take up full-time 
teaching. In the post-graduate and higher 
training of ministers, the College performs 
very distinguished service. Since the incep- 
tion of the Rabbinical Diploma class five 
years ago no fewer than 15 of its students 
have qualified for the Diploma of Rabbi. 
In four years’ time the College is due to 
celebrate its centenary. Alll its well-wishers 
must hope that energetic measures will be 
taken to ensure that by then it is housed in 
premises which are worthier of this seminary 
and its sacred purposes. |

STATE OF ISRAEL 


Britain and Jewry 


The Republic of Israel-—Its History and Its 
Promise. By JoserH Dunner. New York: 
McGraw-Hill Book Co. $A.75.

This is a book which purports to be an 
objective study of the dramatic creation of the 
Republic of Israel. But, peering through the 
mask of objectivity, Dr. Dunner has strong likes 
and dislikes. He is obviously prejudiced in 
favour of the United States and the Jewish 
people, and against Great Britain, the Arabs, the 
Soviet Union, and nearly ‘all other nations. Once 
one accepts that and makes allowances for his 
bias. the book is jnteresting, informative, and 
comprehensive. It ts, so far as | am aware, the 
first detailed history of the events leading up 
to the Balfour Declaration, the Mandate, and 
the setting up of the State of Israel, and is very 
fully documented. Old controversies are revived 
and.are placed in an historic context which 
enable us to-day to see them in their proper 
perspective. They aré to-day largely of historic 
interest only. A fresh examination of the 
documents. however, leaves one puzzled as to 
how it could possibly have been argued. for 
instance. that the Balfour Declaration and the 
British Mandate could have had any othe: 
meaning than that Palestise was to become a 
Jewish State. 

Dr. Dunner makes no allowance for Great 
Britain's difficulties. These began mmediaicly they 
accepted the Mandate. They were at once faced 
with the antagonism and threat of active hostility 
on the part of the Arab and Moslem peoples of 
the world ft is 2 conflict which nations oltcn have 
to face between what is nght and what ts expedient 
And Mr. Churchill, who was Colonial Secretary 
in 1921. did what he thought was expedient in a 
big way. At one stroke he lopped off three-quarter:

Gift of Orchestral Scores 


An unusual and interesting gift 
during the past year has been that of 
Dr. S. Koussevitzky, who has given a 
large part of his personal library of 
orchestral scores to the University. 

The services of the Library have 
been expanded not only through new 
acquisitions but also through loans 
and books which it holds in trust. A 
very important loan made a_ few 
months ago was that of the former 
British Council Library in Jerusalem. 
amounting to about 15,000 books. 
Ihe use of a further 30,000 volumes 
was gained when valuable private 
libraries found jn areas occupied by 
the Israeli forces during the Arab 
war were saved by members of the 
staff. These are now being kept by 
the University, which acts as trustee. 

The problem of space is to-day 
perhaps the most serious difficulty 
confronting the Library. There is 
not sufficient accommodation to house 
its books. and only the’ most 
inadequate of reading rooms. So 
serious has the problem become that 
the University is now contemplating 
the erection of new library premises 
in Jerusalem. The site for the new 
library has already been chosen-—it 


is in the Talbieh quarter of Jerusalem —

Dr. Altmann reported that there had 
been a hitch in the negotiations for 


amalgamation between the North Salford 
and Nomh Manchester synagogues. The 
North Salford congregation observed 
Nusach S‘fard in their services; and at 
first the North Manchester congregation 
agreed to do the same, but had now 
changed its mind. Dr. Akmann hoped 
that an agreement would be found. 

The counci! approved a plan of the 
South Manchester Synagoguc’s to build 
an extension to its classrooms, which 
would cost £12,000.

Jewish history might reach its hichest 
poim with the establishment of the State 
of Israel, said Viscount Samuel at a ball. 
organised by the Mayor of Tel Avivy's 
Emergency Food Fund at Ciro’s Club. 
London, on Sunday, 

Viscount Samuel, who was introduced 
by the President of the Fund, Rabbi M 
Landy, congratulated the commiitice and 
its Chairman, Mr. B. H. Osoff, on the 
success Of their work. 

It was not possible, he said, for the 
people of Isracl to tackle the vast prob- 
lem of immigration without the support 
of the outside world, especially of the 
Jewish communities. It was fortunate 
that the Jewish people throughout the 
world were beginning to realise that they 
were standing at one of the = critical 
moments of Jewish history. 

The State. he went on, had immense 
problems, bui the people were tackling 
them with imdustry, intelligence. and 
courage and, with the help of Jewish 
people throughout the world, they would 
carry their great enterprise to success. 

Mr. Osoff, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, told me that the Fund had been 
Started in February and that £8,500 had 
already been raised to buy food for 
Israel. 


NEW PORT FOR SOUTHERN 
ISRAEL

Plans for building a new port in the 
south of Israel to cater for the Negev 
are now under active consideration Dy 
the Israeli Ministry of Transport and 
Communications, I was told this week by 
Mr. Moshe C. Fahn, Director of the 
Ministry's Finance and Control Depart- 
ment, who is on a visit to England. — 

Although, he said, Haifa would for 
a long time remain Isracl’s chief naval! 
centre and port, its distance from the 
southernmost part of the country, the 
importance attached to developing 
the Negev, and the overburdened land 
transport, had made i necessary to 
choose a spot im the south capable of 
being developed into a proper port. 
Ascalon will probably become Israel's 
third port, 

Meanwhile, the development of Haifa 
continues, Mr. Fahn said. New jetties 
are under construction, and a dry dock 
is to be erected in the extended Free 
Customs Zone. In order to imerease 


the unloading capacity of the port the 
‘course of the River Quishon is being 
altered and its bed deepened.

SYNAGOGUE AMALGAMATION PROBLEMS

MANCHESTER 

An appeal to allow the Great Synagogue 
to proceed with its plans for building 
a new synagogue ig the Kersal arca was 
made by Mr. D. ikins at a@ meeting 
of the Manchester and Salford Synagogue 
Council last week.

NEW PORT FOR SOUTHERN 


ISRAEL

Plans for building a new port in the 
south of Israel to cater for the Negev 
are now under active consideration by 
the Isracli Ministry of Transport. and 
Communications, | was told this week by 
Mr. Moshe C. Fahn, Director of the 
Minisiry’s Finance and Control Depari- 
ment. who is on a visit to England. 

Although, he said, Haifa would for 
a long time remain Isracl’s chief naval 
centre and port, its distance from. the 
southernmost part of the country, the 
importance altached to developing 
the Negev, and the overburdened land 
transport, had made i mecessary to 
choose a spot in the south capable of 
being developed into a proper port. 
Ascalon will probably become Israel's 
third port. 

Meanwhile. the development of Haifa 
continues, Mr. Fahn said. New jetties 
are under construction, and a dry dock 
is to be erected in the extended Free 
Customs Zone. In order to imerease 
the unloading capacity of the port the 
course of the River Quishon is being 
ahered and its bed deepzned.

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JEWISH AND ENGLISH 
MARRIAGE LAW 


Legal Interpretations 
To the Editor of Tue Crironicle 


Sin,—The letter of Dr. Owen, in your 
issue of May 18, and the reply by Mr. 
Iwi, have raised an inicresting pom in 
the conflict of law, and perhaps | may 
be permitted to make a few observations 
on the subject. 

Mr. Iwi Stated that the judgment of 
Lord Campbell in Brook v. Brook is im 
conflict with Professor Cheshire s siale- 
mem that the essentials of a marriage 
are governed by the law of the matri- 
momal domicile. 

The meaning of Lord Campbe'l’s 
judgement has always been capable ol 
two interpretations, ¢.g., at page 207 he 
said: “ The essentials of the contract 
depend upon the lex domicilii, the law 
of the country in whioh the partes are 
domici‘ed at the time of marriage and 
in which the matrimonial residence 1s 
contemplated.” His Lordship’s remarks, 
in the earlier case of Warrender v. War- 
render. also seem to favour Protesso: 
Cheshire mterpretation, 

Moreover, in the recent case of De 
Reneville v. De Reneville 11948} 
|.A.E. 56. Lord Greene at page 6! said: 
“In is a case of essential validity and 
it is to be decided by French law. 
because thai is the law of the husband's 
domicile at the date of marriage. or 
(preferably in my view) because at that 
date it was the law of the matrimonial 
home.’ 

The surprising thing is that the only 
case which the Court of Appeal con- 
sidered in support of the view of mitri- 
monial domicile was the very same judg- 
ment of Lord Campbell in Brook 1 
Brook. whch Mr. Iwi contended has the 
opposite effect. 

Thus. while many cases, e.g... Re Prine 
11940] ch. 46. are tn direct conflict with 
Professor Cheshire. seems that the 
consent of the C. of A. [obita, of course] 


Brook vy. Brook is a case which supports 
Professor Cheshire’s statement and (thé 
conclusions which Dr Owen. drew 


from it. 

In previous decades the concept of 
Jewish marriage and divorce has always 
been secondary. to the civil requiremenis 
of the land in which it tock place. How- 
ever, with the birth of the State of Istac. 
the. Jewish ceremony. is the only opera- 
tive one there. and it will be tnteresting 
to see how any problems in Conflict of 
Laws wil] be dealt with. Conflict of 


Laws is a realm of jurisprudence which 
has never arisen before. when the Jewish 
peop'e were always . subservient io 
another legal systom, and. conseguent!y 


has not been dealt with by the Ta'mud 
with its usta! thoroughness.

and | have seen a good deal of it since 
the last war. My mother. my sister, and 
many other relatives and frends live 
there, and | am also a regular reader of 
the Hungarian Jewish paper, Uy Eves 

| find it. rather. difficult to reply in 
detail to the letter because most of Mr 
Soref’s allegations appear to be based 
On hearsay and rumour rather than on 
facis. For instance, his statement that 
youth and rehgious organisations have 
been banned are in direct contrast to the 
reports which I have received. nor can 
| see what makes him state that the 
Seminary, to which he refers, is permitted 
by the Government merely as a show- 
piece, 

As to his statement that the economic 
plight of the Jewish community is worse 
than any other IT am, fortunately, in a 
position to tell him the opposite. It is 
quite true that there is a certain section 
among the Jewish community whore 
plight is really bad and whod are dis- 
gruntied. While we should deplore this 
state of aflairs we must bear in mind 
that (a) this is a small minority, and (b) 
that wt largely affects people who in 
earher times had earned their livelihood 
from activities for which. in the new 
Hungary. there is no longer any basis. | 
am referring to small traders, shop- 
keepers, financiers. etc On the other 
hand, the vast majority of Hungarian 
Jews have always been wage-earners who. 
nor to 1945, not only earned very little. 
ut whose situation was most insecure. 
both politically and economically. These 
people are far better off and by no 
means. discontented, and we had better 
face up to this whether we dislike the 
political situation in Hungary or not 

As to emigration, | am aware that this 
is discouraged but it is not impossible. 
Indeed, | could quote a number of people. 
including my own relatives, who, when 
offered the possibility of emigration. 
refused to take advantage of it.

for Israel one of the few bi-partisan 
planks in American foreign policy— 
compare the acrimonious debate in Con- 
gress on the question of urgent supplies 
to famine areas in India. 

The UJ.A, had better results this year. 
not so much because, as Mr. Samuel 
claims, business has improved, but 
because in making their donations Jews 
feel they are performing not only a 
philanthropic duty but also a patriotic 
American service. They are helping to 
strengthen the only bulwark of democ- 
racy m the Middle East. As America’s 
avowed aim is to extend democracy 
everywhere, the U.J.A. can employ every 
constitutional method to bring _ the 
urgency of its message to the public. This 
includes exploiting the media of mass 
communication and ultimately command- 
ing the co-operation of politicians of all 
parties to reach Jews of all opinions. 

The Joint Palestine Britain,

Prince Radziwill, after arriving 
home, soon found Saul and discovered 
that he was a wise young man. He 
used his influence to help his protégé. 
who became not nnlvy one of the 
wealthiest but also one of the most 
influential men in Poland. 

After some time, Stefan. the King 
of Poland, died and left no direct heir 
to the throne. A committee of nobles 
(Electoral: Diet) was appointed to 
listen to various claims to the throne. 
which, according to the law. should 
not be vacant even for a day. On 
the second evening of the discussion. 
words ran high, for they could reach 
no agreement, and meanwhile there 
was no one on the throne. 


The Prince's Plan 


Prince Radziwill rose to his feet 
and, above the uproar, raised his voice 
until ajl could hear him: “How 
would it be,” he cried...“ if vou ‘were 
to elect my Jewish friend Saul king 
for to-might and then to-morrow we 
could continue. the discussion. In 
this way we shall have conformed to 
the law.” 

The Electorate found the proposa! 
amusing and, amid shouts of laughter. 
they proclaimed, “Long live King 
Saul.” and then they al! went home. 
Meanwhile the documents in the royal 
archives were handed to Saul for safe 
custody. | 

All that night Sau!, with a few of 
the nobles, discussed the clauns of the 
two chief rivals for the throne, S.gis- 
mund of Sweden and 


a*hand supporting the Two Tables 
of the Torah. 

Saul was able to do a great deal for 
the Jewish people in Poland, including 
the building of synagogues and a Beth 
Hamedrash. He lived happ ly. and 
was accustomed to say that to him 
the greatest crown of all was seeing 


his sons and grandsons become 
famous rabbis. He died when he 
was 80.

The prince was most grateful and in 
return he promised that, on his return 
to Poland he would undertake to find 
the Rabbi's son and iry to do every- 
thing he could to advance his welfare. 

Prince Radziwill, after arriving 
home, soon found Saul and discovered 
that he was a wise young man. He 
used his influence to help his protégé. 
who became not only one of the 
wealthiest but also one of the most 
influential men in Poland. 

After some time, Siefan, the King 
of Poland, died and left no direct heir 
to the throne. A committee of nobles 
(Electoral Diet) was appointed to 
listen to various claims to the throne, 
which, according to the law. should 
not be vacant even for a dav. On 
the second evening of the discussion. 
words ran high, for they cou!d reach 
no agreement: and meanwhile there 
was nO One on the throne. 

The Prince's Plan 

Prince Radziwill rose to his feet 
and, above the uproer, raised his voice 
until ail could hear him: “How 
would it be,” he'cried, “if vou were 
to elect my Jewish friend Sau! king 
for to-mght and then to-morrow we 
could continue the discussion. In 
this way we shall have conformed to 
the law.” 

The Electorate found the proposa! 
amusing and, amid shouts of laughter, 
they proclaimed, “Long live King 
Saul.” and then they al! went home. 
Meanwhile the documents in the royal 
archives were handed to Saul for safe 
custody. 

All that night Saul, with a few of 
the nobles, discussed the claims of the 
two chief rivais for the throne, S.gis- 
mund of Sweden and Maximilian of 
Austria. Saul advised the Diet to 
choose Sigismund, and he it was who 
was elected King of Poland 

The new king gave Saul many 
honours and gifts as well as the 
privilege of setting the crown on his 
head... He also permitted him to use 
a coat of arms to show his nob lit 
it consisted of the lion of Judah with 


a hand supporting the Two Tables 
of the Torah. 

Saul was able to do a great deal for 
the Jewish people in Poland, including 
the building of synagogues and a Beth 
Hamedrash. He lived happly. and 
was accustomed to say that to him 
the greatest crown of all was secing 
his sons and grandsons become 
famous rabbis. He died when he 
was 80.

KING FOR A DAY 


By “AUNTIE” 


AVE you ever heard of the 
H Jewish man who was King for 
just one day ? No ?—-I thought 
perhaps you hadn't, so I will tell you 
out him. Mind you, no one can 
prove it Was really true, as it hap- 
pened nearly 400 years ago, but it is 
, good story and worth remembering. 
There lived in Padua (Italy) a 
renowned Hebrew scholar, Samuel 
judah, who was Chief Rabbi of the 
‘own.. His son, Saul, was keen on 
ravelling and went from place to 
place until he came to Poland. He 
cettied in Brisk (Lithuania), where he 
married the daughter of Rabbi David 
Drucker, 

Now one day it happened that a 
prince, Radziwiil, a_ great 
of the King, came to Padua. 
RB, some unfortunate chance, he was 
separated from his friends and ser- 
vants who had charge of his clothes 
cod his money. So he was stranded 
and saffered many privations until his 
sory reached the ears of the Chief 
Rabbi, Samuel Judah. 

the Rabbi went to see the prince, 
and in the course of their conversation 
he learned that the prince had studied 
at the same university as his own son, 
S.ol. He immediately offered him 
money and clothes sufficient for

his needs until he reached home. 
The prince was most grateful and in 
return he promised that, on his return 
to Poland he would undertake to find 
the Rabbi's son and iry to do every- 
thing he could to advance his welfare. 

Prince Radziwill, after arriving 
home, soon found Saul and discovered 
that he was a wise young man. He 
used his influence to help his protégé. 
who became not only one of the 
wealthiest but also one of the most 
influential men in Poland. 

After some time, Stefan, the King 
of Poland, died and left no direct heir 
to the throne. A committee of nobles 
(Electoral Diet) was appointed to 
listen. to various claims to the throne, 
which, according to the law, should 
not be yacant even for a.day. On 
the second evening of the discussion. 
words ran high, for they could reach 
no agreement, and meanwhile there 
was no one on the throne. 


The Prince's Plan 


Prince Radziwill rose to his feet 
and, above the uproar, raised his voice 
until all could hear him: “How 
would tt be.” he cried, “if vou were 
to elect my Jewish friend Saul king 
for to-night and then to-morrow we 
could continue the discussion. In 
this way we shall have conformed to 
the law.” 

The Electorate found the proposal! 
amusing and, amid shouts of laughter, 
they proclaimed, “Long live King 
Saul,” and then they all went home. 
Meanwhile the documents in the royal 
archives were handed to Saul for safe 
custody. 

All that night Saul, with a few of 
the nobles, discussed the claims of the 
two chief rivals for the throne, S.gis- 
mund of Sweden and Maximilian of 
Austria. Saul advised the Diet to 
choose Sigismund, and he it was who 
was elected King of Poland. 

The new king ‘gave Saul many 
honours and. gifts as well as the 
privilege of setting the crown on his 
head. He also permitted him to use 
a coat of arms to show his nobility 
it consisted of the lion of Judah with 


a hand supporting the Two Tables 
of the Torah. 

Saul was able to do a great deal for 
the Jewish people in Poland, including 
the building of synagogues and a Beth 
Hamedrash. He lived happly, and 
was accustomed to say that to him 
the greatest crown of all was seeing 
his sons and randsons become 
famous rabbis. He died when he 
was 80.

Appeal to Bavarian Government

The Bavarian Senate has appealed io 
the Bavarian authorities to give preferen- 
tial treatmem to restriution claims sub- 
mitted by victims of Nazi persecution 
over the age of 60 and “persons 
permanently disabled. 

The request was made lax week 
folowing a debaic mn which speakers 
craicised the State Restitution Office for 
its meéfficiency and delay in seithng 
clarms. One speaker poifted out that 
on'y 12.000 of the 100,000 compensation 
cams fied by persons imprisoned. by 
the Nazis had been dealt with 

Dr. J. Spanier. newly elecied Presi- 
dem of the Munich Jewish community. 
said that. if the Bavarian State could 
mew Meet its Obligations under the Resti- 


tution Law it should call on the Federal 
Government to provide the necessary 
funds 

Meanwhile an altempt to hamper the 
resthution of former Jewish property in 
Western Germany is being made by the 
“ Federation for Loyal Restitution,” an 
organisation representing ex-Nazis and 
others stil in possession of such 
property. It has drafted a new restitu- 
tion law for submission to the Federal 
Governmem which would place al! 
restitution matters under the jurisdiction 
of the German authorities. 

It would also make claimants in the 
British and American Zones submit 
proof that they were forced to se!) their 
properties: at present. those in posses- 
sion of former Jewish property in these 
zones have to prove that the claimants 
sold their properties voluntarily. 


U.S. CONGRESSMEN BACK

of Israel rather than a single letter of the 
Torah” 

Mr. Ben-Gurion made uu clear to the 
Rabbinical delegation that Israe! would 
encourage the teaching of religion. But 
it would not grant one party the right 
to conduct all religious schools for new 
immigrants, He also refused to exempt 
Orihodox women from. defence work. 

The Premier had ended his tour of the 
United States with visits to Los Angeles, 
Hollywood, and Chicago. In Hollywood, 
he addressed 22,000 people, including 
leading members of the film. colony, at 
the Hollywood Bowl, the city’s famous 
open-air arena, 
received an enthusiastic recepuion when 
he drove through the streets of the city. 

When Mr. Ben-Gurion’s ‘plane made a 
brief landing at Tulsa, Oklahoma, 200 of 
the town’s 300 Jewish inhabitants—-the 
majority Originating from Lithuania 
and Latvia—watned until the early hours 
of the morning to greet the Premier. 
They bought $1,000,000 worth of Israeli 
bonds, bringing the amount subscribed 
since May 1 to $55,000,000, 

Mr. Ben-Gurion’s last fund-raising 
speech was made in Chicago, where he 
addressed a conference of the United 
Jewish Appeal. Nearly $16,000,000 was 
contributed at the conference, bringing 
the total collected by the U.J.A. this vear 
to $40,000,000. Under its new adminisira- 
tion, the Appeal has collected 20 per cent 
more this year than at this stage of the 
campaign last year. 

On his return to New York, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion addressed a meeting of the 
Zionist Youth Council and issued a 
warning that “American Zionism is 
doomed without active chalutzim.” He 
suggested that U.S. Zionists should estab- 
lish a large number of one-year scholar- 

ships for Jewish students willing to study 
at the Hebrew University and work on 
kibbuizim, preferably in the Negev.

NAZI WAR CRIMINALS’ APPEAL DISMISSED

The seven Nazi war criminals who were 
to have been executed at Landsberg 
Prison last Friday have lost their latest 
appeal. 

Judge Walter Bastian, of the Washing- 
ton Federal Court, on Tuesday dismissed 
the suit brought by the prisoners’ lawyer. 
Mr. Warren Magee, after issuing an 
extension of his previous order, issued 
only. an hour before the Nazis were duc 
to be hanged, siaying the executions until 
June 5. Judge bastian, who announced 


that he had received “a couple of 
threats”’ as a result of his action last 
week, said that Mr. Magee would have 
to take his case to the U.S. Court of 
Appeals before next Tuesday. 

Mr. Magee had asked for a permanent 
stay of the executions. He maintained 


that they could not be carried out under 


German law as the West German Con- 
stitution outlawed capital punishment.

This office will have the dual task of 
encouraging aliya. from Anglo-Saxon 
countries and the Benelux countries. and 
dealing with the special needs of immi- 
grants from these countries. Already 
quite a large number of immigrants have 
registered. with the office. 

hese special arrangements have been 
made because the Jewish Agency realises 
Israel's urgent need of people from the 
English-speaking countries, maimly on 
account of the increasing percentage of 
Oriental immigrants. The skills and 
professions of English-speaking immi- 
grants, added to their more balanced 
temperaments, are of the greatest value. 

It 18 recognised that a large number 
of Jews from Anglo-Saxon countries will 
not wmmmigrate under present conditions.
